Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 

1. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which appUcant regards as the 
invention. In claim 6, the phrase 'the first, second and third pivot axes are in triangle type closed 
loop combination" renders the claim indefinite. The axes do not appear to be in at triangle 
closed loop in the drawing nor are they within a triangular closed loop. Applicant pointed to 
pages 9-10 for support in the specification. However, the objection is not for newmatter. 
Applicant's drawing does not provide the triangle closed loop claimed. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 3-5,7,10-14 are allowed. 

3. Claim 6 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
